Bi&girdsjade 12,2200. Ktffcenhavn N. closes : We close down 
the l.of April 1993.

THE RESULT OF THE SECOND 
EEC UNION ELECTION^ 

57%yes 43% no 


The 2. June 1992 the majority of. 
the population in Denmark voted 
NO to the Maastricht-treaty / 
the EEC-unicn. The government 
in office and the capitalist 
management were disappointed 
and rather shocked of the re¬ 
sult of the election. Even 
though the NO-decision was only 
based upon 40.000 (0.4 %) more 
votes for a NO than fer a 'fZS, 
nobody of the politics: esta¬ 
blishment in Denmark had expec¬ 
ted such a result. 

For a short while the rulers 
were parclized, and the oppo¬ 
sition against the EEC-union 
could in the period jiust after 
the NO—victory stabilize and 
extend the Is0-attitude quite 
a lot. 

Since then the government ha? 

been replaced with a new one 

- before it wd3 a conservative- 

liberal coalition, today it is 
a see ia[democratic-1iberal 
coalition (1). But the aim of 

this new government is the 
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some 23 of the government 
before: to secure the full 
integration of Denmark in 
the European Union. 

ELECTION ONCE MORE THE 
■18. MAY 1993. _ 

The 18. May they try again. 
Then there is an election 
concerning the Edin^burg- 
agreement ( 2 ) - a kind of 
nodifyed version of the 
Maastric'nt-treaty. The 
smaller corrections and 
additions are only made 
-o make the majority of 
the Danish population 
accept the union-project 
of the EEC. And so are the 
“concessions” • no Danish 
participation in a common 
EEC-currency project, no 
participation in a common 
EEC-army and the retention 

of the Danish citizenship 
ChahaM NOT legally binding 
elements in any way. Already 
in 1996 it has been decided 
to re-negociate the whole 
EEC-union project all over 
again at a conference for 
the governments. So in fact 
the situation and the basis 
cf the election has not 
changed in any way since 
June 1992. The fact is that 
the rulers won't accept that 
their poiitical—economical 
project for the future is 
voted down by their own le¬ 
gitimation parameter. 

THE POLITICAL ELECTION 
CONSTELLATION- 

EEC SUPPORTERS 

Resides the various political 
conservative and liberal par¬ 
ties. the sociaIdemccracy is 
the most, important exponent 
cf an 2EC-Euro=e. The structu¬ 
re cf the socialdejtocratic 
party and its political con¬ 
ception fhow decision proces¬ 
ses are being made) is nothing 
but a mini-version of the poli- 
ticnl management of the EEC- 
bureaucracy. The internal EEC 


opposition is both political 
profi1e less and organisational 
marginalized, in fact it rather 
has the function of an imagi¬ 
nary party democratic aliby. 

A very different function has 
the lef t-scciuldernocratic party: 
“Socialistisk Folkeparti" (“So¬ 
cialist Peoples Party) SF (3). 
which played an important rolo 
in the NC-opposit ion at the 
first Maastricht-/EEC~union 
election, June 1992. The party 
has changed its course and 
today it is an eager exponent 
of a consent to the Edinburg- 
agreement. The reason for the 
about-turn of Socialistisk 
Folkeparti is first of all 
the party committee's stri¬ 
ving for power. It was Socia— 

•iistisk Folkeparti. together 
with the Socialdemocracy and 
a few small bourgeois parties, 

who wrote the platform called 
“the national compromise", 
which later led to the Edinburg- 
agreenrent with the other EEC 
countries. Sccialistisk Folke- 
garti had hoped that by chan¬ 
ging course in the EEC—union 
question they might partici¬ 
pate in a new government to¬ 
gether with the Socialderr.o- 
cracy. The sociaIdernocratic 
strategists led the ST think 
so untill the Edinburg-agree¬ 
ment was in place. 

The changing of government 
came shortly after, but with¬ 
out the participation of 5F. 
Their opportunist changing 
of course had been in vain.. 

SF is the 3.rd biggest party 
in Denmark, and without any 
doubt many of its supporters 
wi11 vo-e in accordance tc 
the recommendation of the 
party committee the 18. May. 
Though there is a 3tr *7 
opposition inside the karty 
it has not succeeded in de¬ 
veloping its own activities 
independent of the political 
concept of the party.

The opposition against the 
EEC-union ccn3i£str> of various 
smaller parties, committees, 

•2nd -"movements ". Most of them 
have a reformist, bourgeois or 
nationalist approach, and have 
no anti-capital 1 st or anti¬ 
imperialist intentions and 
perspectives at all. 

THE RIGHT-WING 

To the right-wing EEC-union 
opposition belong besides 
a few fascist or right-extre¬ 
mist mini-groups the relative 
big, parliament-party "Frcm- 
skridtapart let" (-The Progress 
Party), which has an extreme 
right-populist, racist basis 
and is comparable with Ger~ 
many's Republikaner and France's 
Front National. 

Fremskridtspartiet is the only 
EEC-union opponent, which is 
represented in the parliament 
(with about 5 %). 

NATIONALIST ORIENTATED 
CURRENTS 


Futher more there exist a num¬ 
ber of anti-EEC committees, 
which have given up the fight 
■gainst the EEC-project as such 
and only oppose to the EEC- 
union treaty from nationalist 
or sociopolitical points cf 
view - their arguments arc: 

"we have to defend the high 
living and social standard 
of Denmark" etc. 
"Folkebevagelsen mod EF" (-Tha 
peoples movement against EEC ) 
is probably the most impor¬ 
tant force in the ESC-oppo- 
sition «). Originally this 
movement was a classical DK? 
(“Danish Corrmunist Party) do¬ 
minated peoples front against 
the monopoly c-u-pa-tal and wi-fch- 

naticnalstate positions: in¬ 
cluding Danish national flag, 
Danish fields and woods and 
national songs ...). 
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by the ruiers : Instead of 
agitating and mobilizing for 
a NO based on a principal reie- 
tion cf the whole EEC-?roiect 
as the corjrion imperia 1 ist 
project of the Westeuropean 
capital, they concentrate 
only and selectively on a NO 
tc the EEC-unicn.. . ..lat ia 
inside the narrow parliamen¬ 
tarian concept! ! 

Tn this way the regaining 
left-wing differentiates 
only in veil -informed circles 
from the nationalist, petit 
bourgeois anti—union spectrum.

THE SCHENGEN-AGREEMENT 

The EEC-unicn means a coordi¬ 
nated and harmonized refugee- 

and immigrant policy. The in¬ 
stitutionalised KEC-racism is 
among other places committed 
to writing in the Schengen- 
agreement. which forms the 
basis of the EEC refugee— 
and immigrant policy in the 
future. Jt was Westgerreany, 
France, The Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxemburg that 
met in the town Schengen in 
Luxemburg in 193b end took 
the initiative to the coming, 
common refugee-and immigrant 
policy. 

The Schengen-agreement means 
a re-establishment of visa- 
compulsior, for most non-Euro- 
pean citiziens. The agreement 
wiil give the police the right 
to pursue ar.y person wanted by 
the police in the whole EEC- 
area, If a person is regarded 
as a "threat against the pub¬ 
lic order, the national secu¬ 
rity" etc. entry can be re¬ 
fused into ell countries of 

the EEC. If an immigrant/ 
refugee is expelled from one 
EEC-country it will automati¬ 
cally mean expulsion from 
the whole EEC. 

This coiwnon EEC refugee- and 
immigrant policy does not - 
as some claim - mean a total 
stop of immigration. But it 
means a coordinated SELECTION 
of refugees and immigrants, 
who are allowed entry into 
the EEC on basis of a judge¬ 
ment of their qualifications.

THE HUGO-PROJECT 


The EEC-umcn means a 
strengthening of the ruling 
patriarchal structures. 

An EEC-proj ect with far- 
reaching consequences for wo¬ 
men is the Hugo-project plan¬ 
ned. on generous lines. Hugo 
is a research-project con¬ 
cerning "Analysis of the 
humane genom". 

The Hugo-project aims at a- 
total survey of the human 
.genes. And it is a.European 
'counterpart to similar US- 

american and Japanese pro¬ 
grammes. The genetic know¬ 
ledge the Hugo-projecL shall 
deliver to the scientists and 
to the rulers, will be used to 
register genes and diagnose 
them as early as possible, so 
that they can be treated or 
wiped out already in tho 
embryonic stage. 


Tnis aim of survei1 lance, 
control and manipulation 
with the fertility of women 
is based on the eugenic per¬ 
spectives of the rulers. Their 
aim is a population composi¬ 
tion, which implies as less 
rebellion potential as possi¬ 
ble. and functions as friction- 
less as possible in the ef¬ 
ficiency- and achievement-* 

orientated society. For women 
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The EEC-uni on a 2no means a 
harmonized and coordinated 

repression praxis towards 
movements and persons, which 
the rulers regard as dange¬ 
rous to the ruling order. 

At the Maastricht-ccnference 
:n decemhcr 1901 green light 
was given fer the foundation 
a common police force - 
Europe1 - which soon, and 
a result cf pressure from 
specially Germany -will ope¬ 
rate across national borders. 

The present police coorpera- 
tion network TREVI will as a 
result cf the EEC-union rea¬ 
lize it selves as a harmoni¬ 
zed end. legal existing tool 
of repression in ail EEC-coun¬ 
tries. The increased surveil- 
-ar.ee. control and centrali- 
uicreate vbcr.ged and more 
difficult conditions fer the 
resistance.

THE ARMED STRATEGY AND THE LEGAL LEFT-WING: 


- Current evaluations from Autonomous Revolutionaries , an auto¬ 
nomous anti-imperialist connexion from Denmark. 

ARMED RESISTANCE - OBJECT OF GENERAL CONCEALMENT, DISINFOR¬ 
MATION AND SPECULATION. 

After the Western secret services have gained acces to t.he Ea¬ 
stern European files, they have started analysing and working 
out material about the different guerilla groups and movements, 
which directly or indirectly were in contact with the Eastern 
countries 1 . This is done to get more knowledge about the poli¬ 
tical platform, contacts, ways of organisation, logistic, etc. 
about the armed groups. The reason for this is firstly to get a 
more effective repression-machinery concerning the fight 
against the resistance and secondly to continue an already 
started effort from the rulers, with the help from the media, 
to establish a rewriting of ^hc subversive struggle's history 
and its current political proceedings (with good help from the 
shrunken traditional left wing's press). Tr. this way the armed 
and militant struggle is going to be pointed out arid classified 
as "agencies" for the interests of the Eastern European secret 
services, as ’'Corrupt terrorists without political orientation, 
who isolated carried out their actions" 2 . 


Independent of the ruler's false propaganda and supression, and 
the parliament-orientated leftwings tragi-comic repression and 
fear of contact with '‘illegal" militant and armed revolutionary 
activities, was and is this resistance nevertheless a fact, 
which in periods has shaken the imperialist rulers. The armed 

movements have for decades carried out their activities in Wes¬ 
tern Europe and have in our opinion had a constructive effect 
on the occurence of numerous social struggles in the society. 
The existence of the armed movements disrupt the proclamation 
of the "social peace" between the classes. It also comproraisscs 
the socalled "democratic state of affairs" in the NATO-ooun- 
tries, and it exposes it as being nothing but a facade, an 
apperantly untouchable power-structure, a capitalist dictators¬ 
hip. And untouchable is precisely how the systen wants to 
appear to the population. The anted resistance directly con¬ 
fronts the.capitalist and imperialist system with its own 
contradictions and attacks all kinds of integration attenps. 
Because of this, the radical militant resistance and the armed 
struggle is a tabu. 
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Through smear canrpai.cn." and criminalizalion any real discussion 
about militant and armed resistance is attempted to be stopped. 
The existence nf. armed or militant resistance is in this manner 
being concealed or demonized by almost all the media including 
the media of the traditional system critical le£t ving. 


SfeTUE ARMED STRUGGLES HISTORICAL AND CURRENT IMPORTANCE FOR A\' 
ANTI-CAPITALIST 1 ' REVOLUTIONARY PROCESS IN SOCIETY. THE WESTERN 
EUROPEAN EXAMPLE. 

Since the (re)rise o£ the armed, anti-imperialist and social¬ 
revolutionary orientated resistance in Western Europe in the 
beginning of the 70'ties, the situation has severely changed in 
many society related areas. Examplified by the anti-imperialist 
armed resistance in Germany - first of all represented by RAF 











and the internationalist connexion in Revolutionaren Zellen. 

Thn orientation of this resistance was to break free from the 
frame or West German policy and concrete to regard it self as a 
part, of a long global front development. Its practical concept 
was to build up a new front in the metropolcs, in "the heart of 
the beast" (definition from Che Guevara), closely connected to 
the international anti-imperialist movements. The concept of 
the armed struggle was to develop its own and independent mobi¬ 
lizing forces, as a part of the resistance until the rise of 
social antagonistic forces on mass level were able to overcome 
an actual revolution of society. Most of the armed militant 
left wing groups and movements regarded this as the most 
realistic possibility to develop the liberation on a global 
level. When the US-imperialisrc and its NATO-allies are being 
attacked from many sides at the same time, it will result in a 
structural political and military weakening and a fase of 
destabilisation, which in the end will result in a break down 
of the frictionless inner order which is necessary for the 
bourgeois democracy. 

In order to obtain an interaction between the liberation stru¬ 
ggle in countries in Africa, Asia and Latin America and the 
class confrontations in the raetropoles, the war should be tran¬ 
sferred to Western Europe, and from the inside attack the 
imperialist structures without compromise. First of all the 
NATO-institution and the economical and political leading 
structures of the capital management and state apparatus. 


jfcTHS STRATEGICAL DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE GUERILLA AND THE LEFT 

‘wing organisations 

Even though the more serious parts of the Western European 
revolutionary, left wing, in the end of the 60 'ties and in the 
beginning of the 70’ties, had similar strategical political 
estimations, ther^ was a decisive difference in the attitude 
towards militant actions. The clandestine action was mainly a 
tactical means amongst many other forms of struggle, and could 
like this be usefull in a campaign with a limited antagonism. 
For the urban guerilla, though, the militant and armed actions 
meant, the way forward in a revolutionary direction, a practical 
test and demonstration of direct attacks against "untouchable" 
power structures and their legitimation (democratical varnish, 
bourgois moral and legislation etc.) 

jfcTHE OBJECTIVE LIMITATIONS IN WESTERN EUROPE IN THE 70'TIES AND 
80'TIES 

The battlefield of Western Europe, except from Euscadi and 

Northern Ireland, has not until today been comparable with the 
historical mass-basis of the guerilla in Cuba, Vietnam, Nicara¬ 
gua, El Salvador, Palestine, the Fillipines etc. Even the 
similar anti-imperialist ar.d social-revolutionary struggle 
experiences that KLN (the Tupamara movement in Uruguay) had in 
the end of the 6 O’ ties, were based on much better conditions 
than the conditions of the armed connexions in Western Europe 
arc confronting. The guerilla groups in the countries mentioned 
above were able to base their struggle on a large support 
amongst the population, even on an advanced level of the con¬ 
frontation line. Even though the EEC, besides the USA and Japan 

(end the so-called Yen-area in Southeast Asia) , is the most im¬ 
portant bastion of the capitalist vorldmarket and therefor an 
important startingpoint for revolutionary changes - it is cur¬ 
rently only a minor part of the population that wants a radical 
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change of society. It is paradoxical to ascertain, that a part 
of the claims that people all over the world and on all histo¬ 
rical levels have been willing to die for, to some extend, 
though in a deforested way, are carried out in the EEC countri¬ 
es and the realisation of the claims here is the basis of the 
catastrofal economic and social conditions and dictatorships 
many places in the" poor countries. 

THE LEGAL LEFT WINGS DEVELOPMENT OF AN OPPOSITION LOYAL TO THE 
SYSTEM 

Despite the objective difficulties that the urban guerilla was 

(and are) confronted with here in western Europe, there is also 
the problem with the objective aliance partner: the legal left- 
wing. The predominant part of the active basis was in no way 
geared to the unavoidable confrontation with the state. Parts 
of this left-wing escaped to institutional frames. They were 
distancing themselves from the armed actions and demanded the 
humiliating distancing-ritual from the rest of the legal left- 
wing. When it did not succed they immediately demanded isola¬ 
tion and demarcation of those left-wing groups which refused to 

distance themselves from the armed struggle. 

Very characteristic was (and are) the fact that some of the 
most enthusiastic resisters of the armed fighting greups, in a 
fatal way did (do) not have any knowledge about those they were 
criticizing- Usually their knowledge about the guerilla is 
based on, either absolutely antiquated. Dr undigested repro¬ 
duction of the disinformation of the media. This is analog to 
the stateapparatus* international coordinated strategy of 
counter revolution. 

&TKE CRITICAL BUT JOINTLY LEFT-WING 

Another (though smaller) part of the legal left wing which 
refused to take' paut in the outstrip tried to make a critical 
solidarity and at the same time Jceept out of the state appara¬ 
tus' criminalisation, which as a reflex turned against any non- 



kA 












controlable left wing opposition. A part of this part of the 
leftwing was, because of the power balance from the mid 70'ties 
to the begining of the SO’ties, and the polarisation between 
the resistance and the state, criminalized or pressed into 
dissolution 3 , other parts of this left wing were constantly 

ballancing on the edge of criminalization". 

REPRESSED BUT"NOT DESTROYED 

Because of the indifference or direct lack of solidarity of the 
revolutionary left wing, for the guerilla Western Europe was a 
very narrow fighting area to act from. Though the state ap¬ 
paratus in most of the Western European, countries never excee¬ 
ded to destroy the urban guerilla 5 , the armed resistance gro¬ 
ups got seriously blocked in the building 1 up of a political and 

armed anti-imperialist front in Europe. In periods the gurilla 
was pressed back to a level of armed propaganda...It did not 
work out to create an armed revolutionary alternative, which 
dialectically would have been able to dissolute the line bet¬ 
ween the legal struggle and the urban guerilla, though it some 
places looks like it could have been developed to in this 
direction 6 . 


^ THE CUERrLLA, THE BASIC DEMOCRATIC RESISTANCE AMD THE AUTHENTIC 
1 PROCESSES OF EXPERIENCE AND DISCUSSION. 

The activities of the guerilla has on vital points contributed 
to spread basic democratic orientated movements - especially in 
Gernany and the Euskadi, but also in Italy and the Nether¬ 
lands - which will not accept the moral and legislation of the 
rulers. Firstly this is autonomous and anti-imperialist groups, 
anti-racist and anti-fascist movements, feminist and lesbian 
connexion.^, radical ecological movements, squatting-movements, 
where they still exists, etc.. This is of course also an in¬ 
teraction between the continuing existence of the guerilla - 
though as a whole weakened - and the experiences of autonomous 
rcsitance movements with the repression maschineries, The 
existence of the guerilla and the revolutionary prisoners in 
the prisons of the NATO-countries is also playing a role 
concerning the fact that the active, militant and legal re¬ 
sistance does not just shut out direct and clandestine attacks 
on the responsible/institutions of the system. In contradiction 










to t.ho rest of the almost totally integrated and passive 
traditional left wing, this basic democratic resistance is not 

willing to transform its activities into the parliamentary 
frames of the bourgoia. Practical, collective experiences with 
the state, crystallised a straight political rejection of a 

prospective non-confrontational transition to a basic democrat 
tic socialist.society. The history and experiences of the armed 
guerilla fight and the arroed/militant mass rebelion does not 
give any illusions of a voluntary resignation. A few times in 
the history of the resistance, the rulers have been too weak to 
defend themselves. But most times they have been ready to go to 
fascist or autoritarian structures of ruling or to military 
interventions in order to save the imperialist interests in 
every corner of the world. Everywhere it was possible the re¬ 
spective repressive arrangements have changed/are changing, but 
the imperialist mechanism of supression continues to be the 
same in its basic structures. Any resistance with a revolutio¬ 
nary perspective will at some moment clash with the system. 

This confrontation, the classwar, is only possible to win with 
the total defeat of the rulers. For that it is absolutely 
necessary with the big practical experiences and clarification- 
processes from the guerilla movement as an integrated part of 
any serious resistance project. 

^ THE CURRENT DEBATE ABOUT THE ARMED STRUGGLE’S NEW ORIENTATION. 
The restructuring process of the economical and social funda¬ 
ment in Western and Eastern Europe needs to destroy or integra¬ 
te all militant basic orientated structures and structures of 
armed resistance. Only the elimination of all real opposition 
creates the fundament for the imperialist fusion in Europe. 
Under the leadership of the West German dominated capital, the 
political, foundation is created on a parliamentarian centered 
"free and democratic” legitimated basis. Without any revolutio¬ 
nary opposition. A development, which because of competition 
related reasons, will be followed up by a common new-defined 
agressive imperialist policy, under the leadership of an en¬ 
larged and harmonized EEC. 

ijc NEW TIMES, NEW STRUGGLES. 

Today we are in the niddle of an explosive process full of con¬ 
tradiction. Besides diffuse, ethnic and ideological related 
wars as E.g. in the fomer Yugoslavia and in big parts of the 
former Soviet Union, the existence of an enormous poverty and 
declassification in the heart of the imperialist countries will 
mean new' cyclusses of classwar all over Europe. Especially in

The counter rebellions history has untill today very clearly 
shown, that the EEC imperialist rulers have not succeeded, to 
destroy the armed and militant revolutionary struggle in 
Western Europe.

I was really surprised, that 
you even organised a demon¬ 
stration and hereby also 
made clear the connexion of

Danish ar.d the Turkish h c- 
vernment (Nato, .urkey'3 
attempt to become a member 
of the EEC. and the repres¬ 
sion machinery's surveillance 
of Turkish immigrants in Den¬ 
mark) . 

Concerning my extradition to 
Denmark, it ic all VERY unclear 
it is almost impossible to 
make a concrete jugdeinent of 
this, because so many things 
depend on a "Kafka-1ike" bu¬ 
reaucracy. 


The "Elekinge-gade cese" 
is the indication fer the 
persecution and repression 
against a group of ex-maoists 
in Copenhagen, who are now 
imprisoned 8-10 years each, 
for having robbed banks, 
pcsthouses etc. and given 
the haul to the Palestinian 
resistance. 

























A problem for me hero is. that 
I ajn not recognized as a poli¬ 
tical prisoner, because in 
Turkey I am not accused of any 
political act but of posseging 
a false passport and for ille¬ 
gal crossing of a frontier. 

Ho here I am deliberately iso¬ 
lated from Turkish comrades 
and held away from them - sur¬ 
roundings that might be sti¬ 
mulating for me and for others. 
Probably the authorities here 
fear the explosive exchange of 
ideas, that may arise at such 
meetings between revolutiona¬ 
ries with the most different 
backgrounds, because this de¬ 
cision came from the "very 
top” - from the Ministry of 
Justice and not from the pri¬ 
son authority. 

Cf course my being together 
with "social" prisoners is 
also interesting ar.d instruc¬ 
tive. but in the long term 
also rather exhausting. The 
extremely bad infra-structure 
of the prison, which special¬ 
ly during summer is complete¬ 
ly overcrowded, conduces to 
this. This is first of all 
a problem for long-term pri¬ 
soners , because in this mess 
it is almost impossible to 
concentrate on reading or 
working with certain projects. 
What for a shorter time may 
seem amusing and entertaining 
and net without a Picturesque 
touch, in the long term be¬ 
comes a stress. Futhermore 
come the problems with vermins 
rats and a total insufficient 
medical treatment. 

An ill prisoner first has to 
make an application on a 
doctor’s call (to the direc 
tor of the prison and 'writ 
ten in Turkish, which is not 
always easy for foreigners 
in a foreigners block). 

At the rather rudimentary 
doctor's calls examinations 
arc seldom made , instead 
medicine is just being pre 
scribed. Whether a person 
who is seriously ill is 
transfered to the prison 
hospital is not decided on 


the basis of the person's 
health condition, but it 
solely depends on a gene 
rons tip to the doctor. 

If you have no money, you 
just canl't afford getting, 
seriously ill. 

The food has no vitamines 
at all. No fresh vegetables 
nc truit. Tin's can be bought 
from prisoners for totally 
exorbitant prices. This re¬ 
sults in a totally corrupt 
situation among social pri¬ 
soners. In this way small 
thieves or aroy-addicts 
without means become totally 
dependent on rich mafiosi 
big-dealers or pimps, who 
are provided with the neces¬ 
sary money from their current 
business outside. In this way 
an internal dependence- end 
exploitation system arises. 
During the relative harsh 
winter in Istanbul (these 
two last winters it snowed 
until] March) the heating 
often does not function, or 
is insufficient. We also- have 
to fight against water pene¬ 
trating from outside, hecau-- 
S5 the prison simply is net 
built waterproof. 

Uncontrolled visits of lawyers 
do not exist. Visits of law¬ 
yers aiways take place in the 
presence of several guards. 

The lawyer is seperated from 
his/her client by bars, which 
make a serious study of dccu- 













merits? difficult and does 
rot permit discretion for 
the defense, ruthernore 
comes the time pressure 
towards visits of lawyers, 
which is a problem_in con¬ 
nexion with visits of law¬ 
yers from other countries 
(in Tty case from CH and DK) 
The visit time is limited 
fcy the director and there 
is a big syllabus to work 
through. - because these 
visits are not everyday 
events. 

All these facts are not 
surprising, considering 
that in Turkey violent tor¬ 
ture still takes place in 
the interrogation-centres. 
This is common knowledge, 
and for this reson I will 
spare ycu of details. 

Also the courts arc a pure 
farce, if you do not have 
money you have no chance 
tor a proper defense, which 
first oz all is a true pro¬ 
blem for "social prisoners" 
without means,

scrapping of the constitutional asylum clause are all part of 

■the German*' problem", end they thereby cell the fascist 
mobilization into the plan, on the ether hand there has been the 
ruling powers* fake si dp, like the demonstration Against racial 
hatred held ih Berlin at the end cf last year. Also in this way. 
the state seeks to channel the many people who are opposed tc the 
fascist attacks and murders. To insure uhau this movement does 
not develop into a movement of international solidarity of the 

oppressed against the ruling powers and their fascists attackers, 
a weeks-long media campaign van initiated: talk of violence, 
violence ftojr. the left being equated with violence from the 

right. Although la3t year alor.e there were attacks on foreign, 

disabled. ar.d homeless people which left 17 people dead. Kohl 
calk r>£ the need tc struggle against violence frora both the right 
and the left. 

The jubilation of the ruling powers upon the collapse of the 

state-socialist ByetemB and the ’big victory" of the capitalist 

system has been silent for sene time now - this development has 

placed the capitalist system in its greatest crisis. The ruling 

pewers have no answers to this crisis - but this doesn't mean 

that they won’t continue with their inhumane plans and measures 

in an atteir.pt to regulate the situation, which is something they 
cannot dc. 

It seem* that the only line which rhpy have perfected is 
their struggle'against the left. They feel that all those 
involved £jj anti-fascist and anti-racist mobilization fran 
balow acainst the ruling interests need zo be defeated. They want 
to prevent all initiatives in which pecpla attcrr.pt to organize 

solutions to their problems by means of ecliciarity tronr. M'.w. 

As a. part cf this, the state has been teeing revenge on old 
communists and ar.ri - fascists. anri the trial arid ir.priH::rzno:it cf 
Osr;iafd Socgeleir is exemplary or this process, iiarely that all 
raaisrar.ca experiences from this csnccry need tc be wiped our. 

And another pert of this posture is revealed in tr.c state’s 
treatment of our imprisoned ccmradcs. 

We have of ton been criticized because in our corrsunique last 
Apri1 w= linked our decision to halt our actions to the situation 
cf the prisoners, particularly to Che state's destructive stance- 

We have always maintained that the step in cur history which 

we took was grounded in the necessity of developing now 
foundations, and we stated char, this necessity was independent of 
the state’s conduce. But from the beginning, it was unclear hew 
the state would react to the decrease in pressure from our side, 
and that's why w? left the option eper. cf intervening, if 
necessary, in order to place limits cr. the state's conduct. In 
August '$2 w? wrote: 

"He will then decide on armed intervention a moment, of 
pushing iwtk and net as a further strategy. He won't simply be 
ir-adfi to revert tc ccr old ways. This escalation is not in o»ir 

interest. But the state >»*h to realize that whan it leaves no 
ether option, we have the means, the experience, anti the 
detcrjtination to make them take responsibility. • 

It'e ridiculous to say that we were making the question of 
the re-development of revolutionary politics dependent on ih£ 
prisoners. But the fact is, our step forced the sl:«t9 to nhov its 
real intention* concerning freedom for the political prisoners. 
This whole situation is a contradiction; we have to deal with 
this and act within this. After all, we don’t live in a vacuxiT.. 

After wq removed the pressure from our side, the state once 
a^ain decided or- an escsJ at ion agair.st the prisoners - the 
prosecution against Christian Klar and the r.ev wave cf trials 
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will yjt people away fer their entire lives; the decision zo not 
release Herne Roessner xly; and the refusal of prisoners based 
on the offer of release after Fubnission to payehia-ric tests, 

whereby they would b« forced to claim that their struggle, their 
initiatives, their entire opposition was simple insanity. 

The prisoners are not going to be regrouped, because -his

The 9. March 1993 Gerhard 
Bogelein died in Hamburg. 

The 69 years old anti-fascist 
and former DDR citizien was 
in May 1992 sentenced to "im¬ 
prisonment for life". The ac¬ 
cusation of the Hamburg court 
was : he had in 1948 in the 
Soviet Union killed a nazi- 
warjudge. 

The process in Hamburg against 
two old anti-fascists and re¬ 
sistance fighters - the other 
accused Karl Kielhorn was ac¬ 
quitted - resulted in 1991/92 
in several newspaper head¬ 
lines and protests. In decern— 
ber 1992 the seriously ill 
Gerhard Bogelein at last was 
given prison acquittal. In the 
beginning of March 93 he just 
managed to find a email apart¬ 
ment in Hamburg. Untill his 
death he had to report to the 
Hamburg police once a week. 
Gerhard Bogelein always hoped 
for a second, trial and for an 
improvement of hi3 health con¬ 
dition. 

Gerhard Bogelein was an unbro¬ 
ken. anti-fascist with many im¬ 
portant experiences for the re¬ 
sistance today. We here in Den¬ 
mark. who have participated in 
the solidarity campaign for his 
release, mourn for the death of 
Gerhard Bogelein!
